week and is doing as well as could be
expected. She was foundered during
the Dluegrass Fair at Lexington. Mr.
Mat Cohen fed her at night and after
she was through eating placed a muzzle
on her. The next morning he found her
trough filled with corn and oats and her
muzzle off. She came nearly dying
from the over eating. It is thought
that poison was placed in the feed. A
heavy .reward has been offered for the
capture of the guilty party.

According to reports from every sec-
tion of the county the tobacco crop this
season in Madison so far, is the best in
years. The recent heavy rains worked
woaders in bringing out the plants,
which were about dried up. In the
Poosey section, there is ono of the best
crop in many years, and as there is a
shortage in acreage this year, it is safe
to say that 15 cent tobacco will prevail,
if not higher. In some sections cutting
will begin this week. If the cutting,
housing and stripping go thru without
mishap, there will be a fine quality of
the weed on the local breakes this year
grown in Madison.

The Hurley tobacco crop of Kentucky,
which last year was estimated to be
300,000,000 pounds, will not amount to
mote tan" 50,000,000 this year, it is
believed. The great shortage is due to
the worst drought in thirty years, hail-
storms, which recently damaged or de-

stroyed growing crops and the failure ol
hundreds of farmers who were members
of the Burley Society to plant tobacco
this year on account of the large amount
of the pooled crops of other years still
unsold.

Joe Bales has purchased the following
bunches of fat cattle in the last twe
weeks: From M. C. Covington 130,
averaging 1,450 lbs at W.00; from Alex
Qibbs 120, averaging 1,375 at $0.00;
from W. F. Parkes 53, averaging 1,426
at $0.00. Mr. Bales is one of the shrew-
dest buyers in the country and one of
the best judges of good cattle.

J. R. McKinney shipped a bunch or
1,500 pound cattle to Pittsburg a few
days ago which were as fine a Jot as has
been raised in the county in sometime.

Benton and Evans shipped last week
78 fat cattle, which they purchased
from Thomas Baldwin at 5 3-- 4 cents.

Another Cause.
The buffalo gnat has been fixed upon

by Henry Carman, a Government bac-
teriologist and entomologist, as tho
cause of the mysterious disease, pella
gra, which has been spreading in the
mountain regions of Kentuoky. Mr.
Garman has been conducting investiga
tions into the cause of the disease in
Whitley county, where the pellagra
cases are most numerous and has been
aided in his researches by Dr. Grim, a
Government expert. Just how the gnat
communicates the disease is not known.
dui twin scientists believe they are on
the right track and eventually will find
a cure for the disease,, which so far has
baffled physicians who have had it under
observation. The buffalo gnat exists in
great numbers all through the South.
Several new cases of pellagra have de
veloped in the mountain districts, but
no new victims have been found in the
three State asylums.
